Sugar Ray Robinson stepped from thé thidding atmosphere 
‘of Stillman’s gymnasium into the sultry New York day. 
Close behind, on that September day in 1948, followed his 

faithful retinue—trainers, advisers, personal barber, personal 
golf professional. Awaiting him. were worshipping fans, ° 


_and his heliotrope 


From a streetcur bounded an- 
other boxer, small in stature and 
small—then—in importance, But 
he was a fellew tradesman and 
up went his hand in greeting. 
“Hiya, Champ.” 

The champ: replied with , nei- 
ther a “Hiya” nor sa much as a 
flicker of recognition. The words 
and gesture fraze oon the little 
man who had wanted only to be 
friendly. 

Never again did he wish to 
be friendly with Sugar Ray 
Robinson, And the little guy, 
name of Carmen Basillo, 
swore that one day he would 
teach the high and mighty Mr 
Kobinson a lesson. 
At that time, Basilio 

the same welterweight 
as Robinson. As far 


was in

was concerned, he wus many 
divisions removed. 
He = still (is, But) Carmen 


Basilio is not one to let a little 
thing like that stand in the way 
_of iighting honours and cash. 


Sufferings 

He cuts easily, But what's a 
pint of blood or two, even your 
own, when titles are at stake? 

Such iy the boxing philosophy 
of this rough-hewn character 
with a craggy Jedge for a brow, 
a tight slit for a mouth and a 
collection of knotted muscles for 
a body. : 

For whatever happens to him 
in the ring could not be , worse 
than the things he suffered. be- 
fore he took up boxing. 

- With his brothers and sisters, 

Carmen Basilio used to grub for 
a living on the family onion farm 
in Canatosta, New York State. 
On their kneas they scratched a 
living from the soil with knives 
and their bare hands. de 

Still ingrained in his hands are 
the scars lo remind . Basilio of 
those days, Engraved on his 
mind is the memory of the tour- 
jets gaping at him and his family 
ag. if they were monkeys in the 


200. 
In the ring, Basilio revealed 
his outlook on life when de- 
fending his welterweight title 
against Tony DeMarco. 
Basilio was getting the worst 
of ene session, taking a ham- 
mering about the face while his 
legs wobbled in uncertain sup- 


port. 

Why didn’t he go down for a 
rest? "I wouldn't give.him the 
satisfaction," he snapped. 


Regained title. 

Having won the welterweight 
crown from DeMarco in June 
1955, Basilio sucessfully defend- 
ed it in the return the following 
November. 

A setback occurred four 
months later when for all his 
toughness he could not outpoint 
slick Johriny Saxton, But the 
return fight in September 1956 
saw him regain the title and a 
third meeting with Saxton five 
months later, ending with a 
second round knock-out, con- 
firm:d Basilio's superiority in 
the 10 st, Wb. division. ° 

So he tutned bis attenttons 
to fighting bigger Yoys—like 

Sugar Ray. 

The much - publicised hate 
Basilio felt for Robinson boosted 
the takings for ‘the fight on 
September 23, 1957, to a million 
dollars, the biggest ever for a 
non-heavyweight fille fight.
